So might the 
words from Casaubon*s monument well be 
applied to the restless 6^ner. Even to 
this day his labour is a rich source, far from 
being exhausted, and very often much more 
certain than the works of later bibliogra- 
phers, especially of the shallow and inaccu- 
rate Lipenius. In his 25th year he began 
to realise his idea of a general work of lite- 
rature, upon a plan the most extensive 
possible; and three years afterwards his 
preparations had already increased so much, 
that he was enabled to arrange them for 
the press. His work, according to his plan, 
was to have fallen into three principal divi- 
sions; into an alphabetical dictionary of 
authors (No. 8405); into a general sys- 
tematic body of literature, even refer- 
ring to single treatises and passages 
(Nos. 8406 and 7, here medicine is still 
wanting) ; and into an alphabetical reper- 
torium according to the subject matter: 
(instead of this he afterwards gave merely 
an index of things to the preceding work.) 
With what earnestness, solidity, and bib- 
liographical accuracy he went to work, 
several passages of his prefaces shew (con- 
sult Clement Bibl, cur. IX. 148 eta); and 
how great, notwithstanding his continual 
struggles against sickness and bitter neces- 
sity {Clement, IX. 150), was the fruit of 
his labour — would that there were a gene- 
ral persuasion, and that these lines might 
contribute something towards it, in order 
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that his work, here and there indeed tamely 
praised, but in other respects neglected 
entirely, might come again into the use it 
deserves ! Consult Hermes, II. 283. 

It would be well to have all the above- 
moitioned books together, because each 
has its own apparatus. No. 8405 con- 
tains, besides the bibliographical announce- 
ments, also judgments, extracts, and spe- 
cifications of contents, omitted in the later 
abridgments, which confine themselves 
entirely to the bibliographical part. Nos. 
8406 and 7 is an entirely independent 
work, and only once printed. No. 8408 
is a necessary appendage to 8405. The 
abridgment of Lycosthenes and Simler of 
'555 <^"^ ^ dispensed with, but not that 
of Frisius, which is continued down much 
further, although often faulty (wherewith 
the far more correctly printed abridgment 
of Simler of 1574 should be combined, on 
account of its versification) ; and still less 
the rest of the continuations. — A continua- 
tion promised by Th.

Bibliography, however indispensable it 
may be, is of itself a study so subordinate, 
and 10 little compensating the various know, 
ledge and sacrifices which it requires, that 
exertions in it then only obtain a higher 
merit, when it is begun and carried on 
with sense and ability, turning the atten- 
tion on every side, with an earnestness 
striving after the utmost certainty and 
depth, and with an aim not losing itself in 
a cloud of titles and citations, but dear, 
and conscious to itself of its devodon to the 
purposes of a real literary life. May this 
especially be borne in mind by bibliogra- 
phers who would write for a future public.

Heraeus fell into disgrace, and complete co- 
pies are of the greatest rarity.

Only 3 copies of this printed edition are 
known for certainty ; in the Royal library 
at Paris (for 474 livres from Valliere, 
who had purchased it for 300 livres), in 
what was formerly the Crevenna Ubrary 
and in Renouard's. Renouard thinks this 
edition was really printed in the year 1598 
or at least in the next century ; Brunet on 
the contrary, who also had Renouard^s 
copy before his eyes, considers it to be a 
Oeraian typographical production of the 1 8th 
century. Crevenna conjectured that there 
is an error in the date, and that it ought to 
be 1698. That there must certainly have 
been a printed edition already in the first 
third part of the r 7th century is evident from 
Campanelke Atheism, triumph. Par. 1636. 
4*^. praef. p. 1, which mentions the piece as 
printed in Germany, and the writer of 
which seems to have had it before his eyes.

Inquiries conoaming the age and origin of 
this production have been conducted in a 
strange manner. Instead of employing them- 
lelFes with the piece really extant, persons 
have hunted after unvouched and odious tra- 
ditions of old chroniclers, according to which 
the emperor Frederick II. is said to have 
indulged in similar expressions, by word qf 
mmUhy and they have taken all pains to 
convert these expressions into a written 
production, which either he himself or his 
chancellor Pt. de Vineis or some other person 
is said to have written. As the above 
piece is throughout unaooordant with that 
remote period, and as it sometimes bears in 
the MSS. another title {^De imposturis re- 
Ugwnum)f it has been strangely maintained, 
that the piece did not exist at all, and that 
which was really extant was a supposititious 
fabrication of a later date. That there is how- 
ever no other than the one quoted is certain. 
Florim. Remundua, De orig, hmres. lib. II. 
c. 16, gave the first decided testimony, who 
assures us he saw it in the possession of 
his teacher Rt. Ramus at Paris (f 1572), 
and Meraenne in Qtuntt. in Genesin^ Par.
